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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues that Roth does not teach a 
sponsor sending genre information along with an ad to the system and the system determining whether the genre of the ad is prohibited 
and provides that information to the medium which tells the system that the advertisementdata is appropriate before the application for the 
advertisement opportunity is processed. However, as detailed in the Office Action dated May 23, 2007, this is precisely what Roth 
teaches. Roth discloses on Page 12, line 19 through Page 13, line 2 that the web server, the view server, the bidding agents and the bid 
input server can all be part of a single system operated by a server. As such, when the sponsor sends the advertisement and additional 
information such as genre information to the bidding agent, they are sending it to the system. The systems the continues to process the 
information in the claimed manner. The applicant argues that just because the various components disclosed in Roth can be 
implemented on the same coputer does not make the functionality of those components interchangeable. While the examiner agrees that 
computers can contain vairous programs that are not functional together, the exaiminer reminds the applicant that Roth is not disclosing 
different unrealted components but rather a system containing components that operate together to provide the features disclosed by the 
Roth invention.
